DETECTS 
GAS. 


-- Mrs. A. McCarthy, who lives upstairs, 
detected the odor of gas about 1 o'clock 
this morning and went down to investi- 
gate. 
Noticing a. light burning In • the 


Jdtchen she called to Mrs. Ware, 'asking 
if she was all right and received an af- 
firmative reply. 
She therefore paid no 
further attention and it was not until 
Officer George Farrell,- -who was passing, 
at;ain noticed the odor of the fumes, that 


1 the discovery was made. 'A strange part 


of tho affair is the fact that the jet 
burned In the gas-filled room, without 
causing an explosion from the 
fumes 


which were pouring from the heater, tho 
stop of which had been left open. 


According to neighbors "Virgil Ware was 


a exceedingly playful boy and was In tho, 
habit of doing strange things. A theory 
is that he jumped up In the night, began 
to play with, the heater, extinguished the 
flame and turned on the g-as again. 


This Is the only explanation that can 


bo given, unless by chance Mrs. "Ware 
herself, finding the room too hot, extin- 
guished the blaze while' half asleep and 
turned on tho stoptiock once more. 


SCOUT SUICIDE THEORY. 


The theory-of suicide Is scouted by all 


who know' Mrs. Ware, and is also dis- 
counted" by the fact that a letter lay on 
a table addressed to a sister of the dead 
woman at Mayfleld. In this missive Mrs. 
"Ware spoakw cheerfully of the future and 
gives no hint of self-destruction. 
The 


fact also that she would undoubtedly 
have turned off the light also, seems to 
Ic-ad away the .many possibilities of her 
desiring to kill herself and her children.

i "I, Henry Clay Beattie Jr., desirous of standing right before 


God arid 'man) do bh this, the 23rd day of November, 1911, 
con- 


fess rhy guiltlpf the. erirne. eharged against me. Much that was' 
published' concerning the details was not true, but the lawful 
fact, without the harrowing circumstances, remains. For this 
action I am truly sorry and, believing that I. am at peace with 
God and soon to-pass into his presence this statement is made." 


Seattle's confession was followed' by the following state- 


ment of the attending ministers. This statement was signed 
in the presence of the two attending ministers and is the only 
.statement that can and will be made public by them: 


"Mr. Beattie.desired to thank the many friends for kind let- 


ters and expressions of interest, and the public for whatever 
sympathy was felt or expressed." .

Oakland has an interest in the matter, because the Brooklyn 


'Basin is the common possession of Oakland and Alameda.; Oakland 
owns the northern water-front and has begun the construction of 
docks and wharves on it. We want the Federal government to 
dredge out the basin and its approaches. -If Alameda .were given, 
the ownership and control of the southern water-front, she would 
have a potent direct interest in urging the government to.improve 
the harbor i.n accordance with the request of Oakland. The im- 
provements Alameda would at once project would be an additional 
argument injavor of dredging out the 'basin and the channel lead- 
ing to it.

Should Alameda be granted her water-front property that is

DRAINING A DELTA 


There are astonishing, even, astound- 


ing, facts connected with the Mississippi 
river that are utterly unknown to the av- 
erage American. This statement is made 
pertinent at present by the an'nounce- 
ment that the State of Louisiana la now 
ready to begin work upon -the reclama- 
tion of the Mississippi delta, which will 
represent an ultimate outlay of $200,000,- 
000. .The Mississippi discharges annuaUy 
tatb the Gulf of Mexico 21,000,000,000,000 
cubic feet of water, andi then deposits no 
less than 400,000,000 tons ot solid matter 
slit from the imperial valley which it 
drains. This, of course is spread by the 
gulf currents over'a wide area, an area 
much wider 'than was the case before 
James B. Ends constructed the jetties at 
the river's mouth,'or ages-before and for 
decades"- since the Mississippi has. been 
constructing-" its delta, or extending it-far- 
ther and farther out into. the gulf. AS 
the new land. is. formed,, it is either nat- 
urally, 'or artificially, leveed and the river 
maintains its passage, sometimes mere 


bayous, sometimes wide passes with nu- 
merous branches, 
sometimes 
channels 


deep enough to float the largest mer- 
chantman or battleship.

ranking.system compelled a change. But we still, persist in 'doing 
things differently from other nations -..without k substantial- reason, 
ihence our fleet commanders are placed ; in a fijdse .and seemingly 
inferior position in their ceremonial intercourse .with foreign of- 
Ificiala.

Regulation Is the process of pre- 
serving the rights of Individuals, cor- 
porations-and the public' in general or 
respect to those things which are "of gen- 
er.il concern and which cannot be pro- 
tected by rulea that can be made a part 
of tbe organic law .of the land. 


"The prevention of discrimination and 


unlawful practices Is not properly a part 
of the duties of a regulating commission. 
These duties are to conserve the best 
interests of the public aa to those things 
which are not covered by law. 


"The people are not. interested in lower 
costs, but only, In the things they nstjd 
and the service .they get, and in the cost 
only insofar as that they, are reasonable..

This does not mean that all 
pupils are to remain In sch,ool during 
that time nor does it mean that all 
teachers are to serve from 8 a. m. to 
4 p. m. 
In some cases, for efficient 


service, It may be necessary that 
teachers stay more than -five hour,s 
during the day, and it may be neces- 
sary that some few pupils will be 
required to remain more than- 'five 
hours; but it is the intention of your 
high school committee to have the 
teachers remain seven periods. This 
will bo just about the time that they 
have heretofore been required to re- 
main.
